M. Albert Demangeon is professor of geography at the Sorbonne. He is well 
known as the author of a model regional geography — La Picardie (1905). 
To the Memorial Volume of the Trans-continental Excursion of 1912 of 
the American Geographical Society M. Demangeon contributed the paper 
"Duluth: Les mines de fer et I'essor de la ville." During the war M. De- 
mangeon acted on the Geographical Commission which co-operated with 
the Service g^ographique de I'Armee. He was also a member of the Comite 
d'fitude which prepared geographical data for the Peace Conference of 
Paris. An outcome of work in this connection is the illuminating exposition, 
"Le declin de I'Europe" (1920). Among M. Demangeon's studies in eco- 
nomic geography reference may be made to "Anvers," Annates de Geographie, 
Vol. 27, 1918. 

Dr. Porsild, who is well known as an authority on Arctic botany, has been 
Director of the Danish Arctic Station at Disko, Greenland, since its founda- 
tion in 1906. Dr. Porsild has taken advantage of his rare opportunities to 
engage in the study of Eskimo culture. The results of his researches may 
be found in the volumes of the Meddelelser om Gr^nland. To the September, 
1918, number of the Review Dr. Porsild contributed the interesting paper 
"On Savssats: A Crowding of Arctic Animals at Holes in the Sea Ice." 

Dr. Lee has been associated with the U. S. Geological Survey since 1903. The 
greater part of his field work has been done in the Southwest as numerous 
Survey publications and other writings testify. He is joint author with 
others of the Guidebook of the western United States, Part B (I/. 5. Geol. 
Survey Bull. 112, 1915). Recently Dr. Lee has been engaged in work on 
the Atlantic coastal plain. Here he has commenced a series of observations 
indicative of the great possibilities of aerial photography as applied to 
certain fields of geographic study, 

Mr. Moffit's work on the U. S. Geological Survey has given him extensive ex- 
perience in Alaska during the course of which he became interested in certain 
problems of photographic surveying. When, following the outbreak of 
the war, aerial photography began to assume importance' in relation to 
methods of survey Mr. Moffit was called upon to assist in the experimental 
work described in this article. 

Mr. Ward is professor of climatology at Harvard University and one of the 
foremost authorities on climate in this country. This and other of his 
recent contributions to the Review form part of a book on the climatology 
of the United States in the course of preparation.
